State of Wisconsin against John F. 
Dietz and fee's that there was noth- 
ing warranting a conviction on the 
charge of murder. 
Admitting that 


Mr. Dielz resisted the officers of the 
law, 
this would only carry with it, 


in case of conviction, a punishment 
of a few years. 
Gov. McGovern, in 


retiring from office, will increase his 
number of friends by rendering jus- 
tice lo this man and sending 
him 


back to his family, there to spend his 
declining days. He is a. man in the 
50's, not a criminal, not a dangerous 
man, 
but one that was moved to do 


things "not within the law" because 
certain interests wanted to drive him 
from his little, home on The Thorn- 
apple. 


In the early days it was a custom 


of these great lumbering concerns to 
do about as they liked, utterly dis- 
regarding the rights of the 
home- 


steaders. This same kind oi a game 
was tried on John F. Diet/, but he 
was made of a different caliber, he 
believed in maintaining his rights. 
The mistake.s that were made were 
not all on the side ol John F. Dietz. 
The State of Wisconsin, under Gov. 
Davidson, made a serious mistake 
when it "did not investigate at the 
time, that Milwaukee thugs entered 
upon the land of John F. Deitz dis- 
guised as members of the Wisconsin 
Militia, and shot his son. Gov. Da- 
vidson did not even demand an in- 
vest igat'on of that affair, and later 
when Sheriff Madden and his depu- 
tes shot and wounded Myra Dietz 
and her brother it was little to be 
wondered at that John F. Dietz was 
ready to defend his home, even with 
a rifle. 
He never sot a square deal 


in Sawyer county and when he was 
brought to trial, the 
cards 
were 


'stacked against him. 
The 
feeling 


was such that the jury was afraid to 
render other than a verdict of guilty. 


The writer who was a witness at 


that trial can well recall the insults 
that were offered those who went to 
Sawyer to testify for John F. Dietz. 
As Dielz was taken from the jail lo 
the Court House he was ridiculed, 
and members of the jury were in the 
employ of the Hines Lumber Co., or 
of the great Weyerhauser interests 
which had been fighting Dietz for 
'years with the idea of gaining posses- 
sion of the dam on the Thornapple.

denied—a square deal by Wisconsin's 
retiring governor.

Simple Materials, With a Little Work 


•nd the Exercise of One's In- 


genuity, About All That 


Is Needed. 


Nothing adds more to tlu homelike 


air of a house than prettily shaded, 
lighted candles, whether upon the din- 
ing room table, in the living rooms or 
the boudoir. 


Some of the very prettiest are home- 


made, as the illustration proves. This 
is made from four circular doilies of 
sheer handkerchief linen edged with 
cluny lace one inch wide, each doily 
measuring six inches in diameter, for 
a small shade when finished, larger 
sizes up to lamp shades to be in pro- 
portion, of course. 


If only one shade is to be made, the 


best and cheapest way is to cut the 
four squares from a handkerchief, be- 
cause then ther» *nil be no waste. 
Linen in so wide that even when the 
smallest quantity is bought more than 
half will be wasted. A woman's hand- 
kerchief is ample for a small shade. A 
man's will make the larger. Also doi- 
lies all ready stamped for working can 
be bought at ten cents each. However, 
one may be more individual if she can 
trace her own design, and as they are 
so simple this should not be difficult to 
do. For instance, if she traced the de- 
sign of her dinner ware upon the linen 
and worked it out in the same color- 
ing the light shining through the linen 
would give the shade all the impres- 
sion of being porcelain, too 


Another effective design that would 


shed a soft glow over the white cloth 
would be a sprinkling of autumn 
leaves, using silk in the natural tints 
of the leaves. After embroidering the 
linen the edges are turned neatly un- 
der and machine stitched. Half a yard 
of lace will edge one dolly, the linen

Above 
the star hang fifteen lamps, which 
have continually illuminated the lit- 
tle chapel for several hundred years.

Some people imagine that trading at home merely means to talk about 


the matter in a loud tone of voice, and then when the chance comes to buy 
something out of town, to buy it without waiting to see whether it can be 
obtained from the home merchant or not. 


There are some people who imagine that they are entirely independent 


ct their neighbor. They th'nk that they could go right on in the same old 


way, 
no matter what happened to their neighbors. They do not realize 


that if all their neighbors went out of business and moved to another town 
that they would soon have to move also, or else have a mighty hard time 
in eking out an existence. 


There are hermits who seek out a lonesome place in the woods and 


manage to make a living in some manner, often living more like animals 
than human beings. These people come nearer to being independent of 
their neighbors than any other class of human beings, and yet there are 
very few of us who would care to adopt this method of living. It is decid- 
edly independent, but it is not the kind of a life that has a tendency to im- 
prove civilization or elevate mankind.

It may be-that the merchants of the 
city are not all they should be, but if each one will remember to trade 
with his brother merchant), it will be a long time before the general- pub- 
lic gets next to his shortcomings, and maybe they never will, and if they do 
they will have an inclination to overlook his ordinary faults because he al- 
ways traded at home.

ing is to do it yourself. Set the example for him, and if he does not follow 
in your lootsteps, he will be so ashamed of himself that he will never brag 
about the low prices go got at s"me mail order house.

Forty Pottawottomie Indians, (na- 


tive sons and daughters) arrived in 
Crandon last week from the vicinity 
of Star Lake, Wisconsin, and we o 
escorted by Indian agent Bennett a:"' 
interpreter Ritchie, out to the lands 
recently purchased Tor them by the 
United States Government, just east 
or Crandon, says the Forest Republi- 
can. They brought with them their 
goods arid ponies. 


On the lands they will locate are 


a set of logging camps used by the 
Keith & Hiles Lumber Company un- 
til the property was sold; an office 
building, barns, etc., in which the 
new comers will reside until houses 
can be built for them on their lands, 
as each member of the tripe will be 
given forty acres of land with suit- 
able buildings. Others of the Potta- 
wottomies will follow in time as the 
purpose of the government is 
to 


gather together the scattered rem- 
nants of this once powerful people 
into a community, where they may 
have a school of their own and where 
Uncle Sam, through his agents, may 
look after their welfare as much as 
possible. The white man has been 
accused of giving the red brother the 
worst of it as a general thing, and 
some of this stigma may be removed 
by the people of Forest county who 
should put in practice 
the Golden 


Rule which works well with all peo- 
ple and under all conditions.

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CANVJM. POTATO BAN LIFTED. 


Will Itave Slight Effect on Market- 


Ing of Wisconsin Tubcw. 


"The lifting of the quarantine on 


rotatoes grown in certain districts 


• .' Canada will have little or no im- 
mediate effect on the marketing of 
Wisconsin tubers. But had the quar- 
antine remained in force for two or 
three years our growers undoubtedly 
would have developed a great market 
on the Atlantic sea-board for both 
table and seed stock." 


This is the way R. E. Vaughan of 


the department of plant pathology of 
the University of Wisconsin sizes up 
the influence of the action of 
the 


secretary of agriculture, in lifting the 
quarantine against Canadian 
pota- 


toes which was laid nearly a year 
ago. 


While the lifting of the ban un- 


doubtedly will result in keeping large 
quantities of Wisconsin potatoes out 
of eastern markets, it is believed that 
few shipments from Canada 
will 


reach the markets of 
the 
Middle 


West, the high freight rates tending 
to prevent such importations. 


The quarantine was established in 


1913 to prevent the introduction of 
certain diseases which were threat- 
ening the potato growing industry of 
Canada. 


Potatoes will be admitted into this 


country from Canada only 
through 


the ports of New York and Boston 
and federal inspectors will 
watch 


closely the supplies presented. 
This, 


and other precautions taken, it is 
thought will prevent the introduction 
of powdery scab and other dread dis- 
eases.

FOR THE HOUSEWIFE. 


How to 
Make a Homemade Firelesa 


Cooker. 


The cooker in question was designed 


by a young housewife and '.v.is made 
by her husband under her supervision. 
It is a compact box about thirty inches 
long by fifteen wide nnd lil'tcen deep. 
Tlie cover, instead of fitting over the 
top. fits just in.sido, and it i.s fastened 
in place, when the box is closed, by 


j two wooden buttons wet on to the edge 
! of the box by screws. 


I 
The box is lined on the inside with 


I asbestos board, which is neatly tacked 
' in. 
Two 
fifteen-inch squares of tli'i 


i same asbestos material divide the in- 
' torior into three chambers or compai-t- 


• nmiits of equal width. Tlie round open- 


j ings or "nests1' into which the coo!;- 


I ijij,' utensils arc in tide to lit are made 
i by railing pieces of asbestos into cyl- 


I iudcr shape and fastening them to- 


gether -with a fine wire. 


Thc.se round nests vary .slightly ID 


j diameter, the smallest being six inches 


i and tlie largest seven inches. 
The 
| spaces between these nests and the 


sides ot the compartments are Dlled 
with sawdust, which is packed closely. 


A large sheet of asbestos, cut to ex- 


actly lit over the top of the box. has 
three round openings for the three 
ne.sts. This piece is tacked firmly i:i 
j)Jacc und presents a very neat appear- 
ance. It fits close in at tho top of the 
box, 
so that when the cover is shut 


down there is no space between. 


There are (liree small squares of the 


nsbcatos ivliicb are i'or covering over 
the nest open ings when food is set in 
them to bo cooked. 


Two of the cooking vessels used iu 


this homemade cooker are five pound 
lard paiis, which have tight lifting cov- 
ers. The third is a larger can. also of 
tin. 
Tlie pfiils have wire handles and 


the large can lias a small wire ring 
in the cover, by means of which it can 
lie lifted. The smaller cans are design- 
ed for cooking cereals, puddings and 
vegetables and for baking round loaves 
of bread, while the large can is do- 
bigued for cooking meats. 


The feature o" this rookor. which 


distinguishes it from most homemade 
artlc'ios, is that it has soapstoiie ami 
ivon plates, which can.be heated s'o 
that roasting and baking can he done 
in the cooker. 
There f.rfe two soiip- 


?tone plates, roughly cut. it is true, but 
'they answer the purpose for which 
they are intended. 
They are made 


from a soapstoiic warmer, this having 
been cut iu halves nntl the? corners of 
oncli half F.'iwetT oft. so that tlio soap- 
stones have a hexagonal shape. 
The 


two iron plates are small, round stove 
covers. 


Tho ownor of tins ing-cnions cooker 


declares that it is entirely practical 
nnd sc'rvk-enblo. 
By heating the two 


soapstones and placing one nt the 
bottom of n nest and the other on 
top of the cooking vessel, after the 
food has been put inside and the cover 
put on. she can bake bread or roast 
meat.

Something over a hundred years at;o, 


•when Europe was making one of those 
advances 
iu new 
lines_ of 
thought 


which have marked different stages of 
Intellectual development, when n crop 
of great French thinkers—Voltaire and 
others—were attracting attention, a 
wealthy Parisian lady conceived in 
some degree those ideas intended for 
the amelioration.of women that are iu 
vogue during tbe- present day. 


Mme. Drivaus did not follow the 


lines of the present movement, where- 
In women contend Cor equality with j 
men. Her idea was that women wera 
capable of highei- Intellectual develop^ 
Kent than men fi-om the fact that they 
are made of Sner texture. Her plan 
wns to utilize the brute force of men 
by making it subservient to the supe- 
rior intellectual faculties of women. 


Mme. 
Drivaus, who possessed an 


enormous fortune, purchased an island 
in the Medilerraiiean sea. upon whicb 
she proposed to carry oat her idea. She 
had uo difj'k-ulty in founding her col- 
ony. 
Some of her colonists were of 


r.oble birth; others were commoners, 
but all were Intellectual. 
She called 


for men volunteers who must join with 
a full understanding- that the women 
were to do the thinking, the men to 
serve as prelectors. • 


Mme. 
Drlvaus's idea in separating 


her colonists from the rest of the world 
was that she might make nu absolutely 
fresh start, uutrammeled by existing 
institutions, laws, customs. But a per- 
fect shaking off of the present in order 
to inaugurate a new future is very dif- 
ficult. 
A weak spot in the rounder's 


purpose was that among the hundred 
women she took with her there were 
three each of whom was loved by a 
man. 
These men, unwilllug to part 


with those they loved, enrolled thcm-

selves among the masculine force who 
were to do the fighting and laborers. 
Thus at the very outset did the canker- 
\vorm get into the roots of tbe tree that 
Mme. 
D"ivaux had planted with so 


much thought, trouble and expense. 


Mine. Drivaus had enlisted every 


man colonist herself, taking care that 
tie was not opposed to her scheme or 
nn willing to accept tbe direction of tbe 
women, looking to his muscles rather 
than his braiu for his share of the 
work. 
But these throe "misbegotten 


knaves," who had Joined for the pur- 
pose of getting possession of the wom- 
en they loved, deceived her by being 
the loudest in their advocacy of her 
plan and their promises to be obedient 
and patient laborers and soldiers. 


Marriage was not. forbidden in the 


colony, but every man who married 
was obliged-to promise that he would 
obey his wife. 
Moreover, he 
was 


obliged to agree to be a hewer of wood 
nnd a drawer of water, looking to his 
wife for guidance like an obedient bus- 
band. 


Now, 
the three marplots who bad 


joined tlie colony were much put out at 
having to leave Paris for n consider- 
able time ill order to save for them- 
selves the women they loved. 
Even 


on the voyage they put their heads to- 
gether to devise a plan for being re- 
venged on tho colonists for the sacri- 
fice they were obliged to make. 
Nat- 


urally It was easy for them to get con- 
trol of the other men colonists, for the 
latter being content to let the women 
do their thinking wore not disposed 
to lliluk for themselves; consequently, 
associating with men who were dis- 
posed to lead them, they naturally fol- 
lowed. 


Now, it so happened that soon after 


the colony was established a ship stop- 
ped ut the Island loaded with a fierce 
band of Arabs from Ihe African cuast. 
bent ou plunder. Mme. Dnvaiix called 
'.ipoii the men to attack the Invaders 
and drive tliem away. 
Jules Ch.impi- 


nois. one of the three uieu u-ho had 
been plodiug against the success of 
the colonial scheme, said: 


"We are ready to drive those men 


away, but we would be pleased If yon 
would give us a plan of attack. 
It is 


cur part to do the lighting, but your 
part to tell us how. Shall wo take the 
offensive or act upon the defensive1.' 
Shall we use gnus or shall we rely on 
our bayonets?" 


Mine. Dnvaux looked scornfully on 


ii. Champinois, stamped her foot and 
told him to drive the rascals away 
without asking any further'questions. 


The wotaeu who were about their 


chief were much frightened. 


''This colony is organized." continued 


the men's spokesman, "ou Ihe plan that 
you women do the thinking and we 
men the work aiicl the fighting. 
Our 


portion of tbe good things we have is 
for doing Ihose alone. 
It is not just 


that we should be called upon to thiuu 
nnd fight. If we must do both we can't 
see wherein you are superior to us, and 
we call upon yon to surrender tbo lead- 
ership in oar favor."

The salivary glauds are no 


more susceptible to perpetual stimula- 
tion than any other, and after each 
period of excitement one of depression 
supeivenes.

ivtiter they drink the more thirsty they 
get and that it is best, therefore, to 
limit the quantity of liquid swallowed 
Moreover, the saliva contains matters 
of great importance for the digestion 
of food, particularly of starchy foods, 
und if it all be washed down the throat 
into the bowels as soon as it is secret 
eel a great part of its usefulness is lost

WORDS OF CAUTION 
BY THE FIRE MARSHAL 


It seems important at this time to 


call attention to some of the dangers 
of the lighted Christmas tree, 
be- 


cause of the fact that many homes 
and most of the schools have Christ- 
mas exercises and Christmas trees. 


'When the Christmas tree ,is trim- 


med and lighted it is nothing more 
or less than a big torch., ready to be 
ignited. The tree is always an ever- 
green whose twigs are full of rosin. 
It is trimmed with festoons of tis- 
sue paper and wreaths of dry leaves 
which will burn with a flash. Many 
of'the presents are made of celluloid, 
which explodes when 
heated 
and 


burns fiercely. Other presents are 
covered with lace 
or 
embroidery, 


which may be lighted by a spark, 
and the paper Christmas bells, the 
netting of which the candy bags are 
made, and the dry painted wood in 
the toys, are all easily ignited. 
In 


the excitement of these 
Christmas 


exercises children are sometimes dif- 
ficult to control and accidents fre- 
quently happen. 


Last Christmas, while 
attending 


the Christmas exercises of a school 
in this state, one could see a beauti- 
fully .trimmed and lighted Christmas 
tree, with the floor underneath the 
tree covered with highly Inflammable 
cotton to represent snow. 
One of 


the exercises of the evening was a 
song sung by six little girls wearing 
their night dresses 
and 
carrying 


lighted caudles, who inarched while 
singing, 'round and 'round this tree. 
What might have happened had one 
of these, little girls dropped her can- 
dle or had one fallen from the tree', 
is awful to contemplate. 


Cotton should never be used 
to 


represent snow, either on or under 
the tree, because the same effect can 
be obtained by using asiiestos 
or 


mineral woo], which is safe. 
Care 


should be taken to see that the can- 
dles are securely fastened to the tree 
and so arranged thaj/ they cannot set 
fire to the branches of the tree or 
the presents hung upon them. 
Al- 


ways extinguish the candles before 
beginning to remove* the gifts from 
the tree. 


Last year a number of fires and a 


number of serious accidents resulted 
from not taking proper precautions 
in regard to Christmas trees. There- 
fore, we take the liberty to ask the 
newspapers of the state to aid in the 
publicity of the following: 


Christmas Tree Don'lvs. ' 


Don't leave the lighted tree un- 


watched. 


Don't put cotton beneath the tree 


to make the carpet look like snow 
covered ground. 


Don't let children touch the tree. 
Don't use festoons of ordinary tis- 


sue paper or cotton batting on a tree. 


Don't use ornaments made of cel- 


luloid. 


Don't remove presents from the 


tree until the candles are all extin- 
guished. 


Don't permit a draft of air 
to 


sway the branches of the tree while 
candles are lighted. 


Christmas is intended to be a time 


of 
joy and good cheer; and hearts 


should not be saddened on this sa- 
cred day by the burning of. homes or 
tlie injury to loved 
ones 
through 


carelessness, 
when 
proper 
fore- 


thought and vigilance will 
surely 


avoid such disasters.

Double Use For Dining Rooms. 


A certain custom that is much in

the dining room table is treated as a 
library table, covered wittt periodicals,

These stiff backed 


chairs are placed around between easy 
chairs. 
There is perhaps 
a. couch 


laden with cushions, a bookcase, a desk 
and other furniture usual in the living 
room. 


This treatment presents another use- 


ful room to the family, for, after all, a 
dining room is practically useless, save 
for three hours at most during the day. 
In the foreign way, however, the din- 
ing room is very often more popular 
than the formal parlor. This idea may 
well be adopted by the young house- 
wife who finds herself limited 
for 


space. 


Getting More Closet Space. 


An unused back stairway can be 


made into two splendid closets, one on 
each floor, for a comparatively small 
outlay. 
Downstairs, opening out of 


the dining room, a flne preserve closet 
can be evolved, lining the unused space 
with dovetailed boards and building in 
shelves. 


Sometimes this closet will be big 


enough to hold a barrel or two or a 
trunk. If there Is a window for this 
closet all the better. If not a piece of 
glass can be put into the panel of the 
door leading into the dining room or 
pantry. 


On the second floor the space can be 


utilized for a linen closet. 
In many

itect In lieu of the closet room more 
desired by the average housekeeper-

You may make new colors. 
Blue 


and yellow make green; blue arid red 
make purple, etc. Try a little and sec 
what colors you^ obtain.

rhich may be lighted by a spark, 
nd the paper Christmas bells, the 
etting of which the candy bags are 
nade, and the dry painted wood in 
he toys, are all easily ignited. 
In 


he excitement of these 
Christmas 


xercises children are sometimes dif- 
cult to control and accidents fre- 
uently happen.

nineral wool, which is safe. 
Care 


;hould be taken to see that the cau- 
dles are securely fastened to the tree 
and so arranged that,- they cannot set 
Ire to the branches of the tree or 
he presents hung upon them. 
Al- 


vays extinguish the candles before 
beginning to remove* the gifts from 
.he tree. 


Last year a number of fires and a 


lumber of serious accidents resulted 
'rom not taking proper precautions 
n regard to Christmas trees. There- 
'ore, we take the liberty to ask the 
lewspapers of the state to aid in the 
publicity of the following: 


Christmas Tree Don'ts. " 


Don't leave the lighted tree un- 


watched. 


Don't put cotton beneath the tree 


to make the carpet look like snow 
covered ground. 


Don't let children touch the tree. 
Don't use festoons of ordinary tis- 


sue paper or cotton batting on a tree. 


Don't use ornaments made of cel- 


uloid. 


Don't remove presents from the 


tree until the candles are all extin- 
guished. 


Don't permit a draft of air 
to 


sway the branches of the tree while 
candles are lighted. 


Christmas is intended to be a time 


of 
joy and good cheer; and hearts 


should not be saddened on this sa- 
cred day by the burning of homes or 
:tie injury to loved

carelessness,

Classifying the Living Room, 


There is usually only one living room 
n the smaller priced apartments or 
louses. Besides the dining room, kitch- 
en, bath and bedrooms there is only 
;his one room of indefinite character 
which can be furnished at will as a 
library, music room, den, study or a 
plain parlor. Its future destination la 
left to the judgment of the owner. 


Any one of the above named charac- 


ters may be given this general room. 
For Instance, If the young housekeeper 
.3 musical and owns a piano the room 
at once should be classified as a music 
room. If there are a good many books 
Belonging to members of the family 
;he room takes on the character of a 
Ibrary. If there are a handsome •writ- 
ing desk and a writer in the family it 
may serve to make the room a study. 


More often, however, this one room 


is a sort of general living room with- 
out any definite character, jujt a place 
of comfort and cleanliness where the 
family assemble after dinner for a 
period of rest and pleasure. 


In the latter case comfort is the 


thing to be considered, and following 
close upon its heels Is prettlness, for 
it is almost impossible to bo perfectly 
comfortable in an ugly room. It' is not 
necessary for the young housekeeper 
to spend a great deal of money in pur- 
suit of either comfort or - prettlncss. 
The daintiest kind of rooms are those 
furnished in wicker or reed and chintz 
or cretonne. 


Double Use For Dining Rooms. 


A certain custom that is much in 


practice abroad in the smaller apart- 
ments and houses may well be adopted 
here. Over there whenever the dining 
room and parlor adjoin they are paper- 
ed in the samo way. Between meals 
the illuing room table is treated as a 
library table, covered with periodicals, 
books, pictures, etc. 
Outside of the 


usual number of stiff backed (lining 
room chairs there is nothing to sug- 
gest a place to eat 
These stiff backed 


chairs are placed around Between easy 
chairs. 
There Is perhaps a couch 


laden with cushions, a bookcase, a desk 
and other furniture usual in the living 
room. 


This treatment presents another use- 


ful room to the family, for, after all, a 
dining room is practically useless, save 
for three hours at most during the day. 
lu the foreign way, however, the din- 
ing room is very often more popular 
than the formal parlor. This idea may 
well be adopted by tlie young house- 
wife who finds herself limited for 
space. 


Getting More Closet Space. 


An unused back stairway can be 


made into two splendid closets, one on 
each floor, for a comparatively small 
outlay. 
Downstairs, opening out of 


the dining room, a fine preserve closet 
can be evolved, lining the unused space 
with dovetailed boards and building in 
shelves. 


Sometimes this closet will be big 


enough to hold a barrel or two or a 
trunk. If there is a window for this 
closet all the better. If not a piece of 
glass can be put Into the panel of the 
door leading into the dining room or 
pantry. 


On the second floor the space can be 


utilized for a linen closet. In many 
houses these two closets will be found 
more useful than a breakneck stairway 
which is apt to be selected by the arch- 
itect in lieu of the closet room more 
desired by the average housekeeper. 


Dyeing a Carpet on the Floor. 


To dye a carpet on file floor, says 


one housewife, have the desired color 
of dye boiling hot 
Keep it on, the 


stove and use a cup and a narrow 
paint brush in applying it 
Paint one 


stripe, then skip one, then the next; 
never two side by side, else the colors 
will run and there will be no straight 
edge to the stripes. After these have 
dried paint the remaining stripes. 
Weaken the dye for delicate shades. 


You may make new colors. 
Blue 


and yellow make green; blue and red 
make purple, etc. Try a little and see 
what colors you^ obtain. As the dye in 
the cup cools pour it back and take 
hot 
Don't try to color dark light It 


is impossible. 


A Music Room Convenience. 


The latest addition to music room 


equipment is a combination 
piano 


bench and music cabinet, recently in- 
vented. The top of the bench is in 
three hinged sections, covering three 
separate compartments arranged for 
keeping sheet music in orderly array, 
says Popular Mechanics. 
The end 


pieces are also hinged and swing away 
from the bench, allowing ready access 
to any piece of music desired. 
It is 


not even necessary to arise from the 
bench, in order to take out or replace 
a selection from either of the end com- 
partments, which are equipped for ver- 
tl( al filing. 


Furniture For Small Rooms. 


Massive heavy furniture has gone 


o\,t of date with the vogue of small ] 
rooms, and now the modern housewife 
tries to give her apartment a bigger, 
airier appearance with the airt of dain- 
ty, draperies and light furniture in- 
stead of the former dark hangings and j 
plusb pieces.

Washington, Dec. 17.—Orders were 


Issued by Secretary of War Garrison 
after a cabinet meeting held on Tues- 
day that three regiments of infantry 
and three batteries of artillery, aggre- 
gating 3,500 men, be sent at once to 
re-enforco General Dllas at Naco, Ariz. 


There will bo 5,000 soldlora on each 


fildo of the line. 


The troors designated to go to Naco 


aro the following:

Eighteenth and Twenty-second regl- 
monts of Infantry, now at Texas City, 
and batteries A, B and C of tha Fifth 
Flolcl artlilc3ry, stationed at Fort Sill. 
Okla. 


Orders wtmt out to Gen. Thomas F. 


Davln, who will command tho re-en- 
forcements, to have the troops fully 
equipped and with ten days' supplies 
at least. 


They are to carry searchlights and 


12 machlno guns, and Batteries A and 
II carry howitzers for long-range nr- 
ing.Tho war department and the White 
ITouso had a very elaborate report 
from General nilsn, who was sont to 
Naco sonio days ago-; "to stop the fir- 
ing at that town." 


Slnco that time several casualties 


have been caused by llrlng across the 
oordnr, find there has been a constant 
ducceaaloii of outrages against Ameri- 
can clU-zeiiu, especially from the north 
tier ot provinces.

ECONOMY THE SLOGAN 


IMPORTANT APPROPRIATION BILL 


CUT ALL DOWN LINE. 


No Increases In Salaries and Very Few 


Additional Employments—Farm 


Census Provided For. 


Washington, Dec. 16.—The "econo- 


my policy" of the administration is 
maintained in the legislative, execu- 
tive and Judicial appropriation bill re- 
ported to the house by the appropria- 
tions committee on Monday. The ei- 
t'.mates a«i cut consistently all down 
the line. 
The senate passed a bill appropriat- 


ing $1,000,000 for eradication of the 
toot-and-mouth disease. 


Although the bill carries $2,285,100 


for an agrlci:ltural census, an item 
not In laat year's measure, the total 
reported Is not greatly above that of 
last session. 


Including tha allowance for the cen- 


BUS, the bill carries $38,744,733.50, a 
cut of approximately $1,982,000 in the 
estimates s .bmltted. The amount ap-, 
propriated last year vras $37,625,789. 


"No salaries are increased and but 


very few additional employments are 
provided for I- any of the departments 
of the government," says the report 
filed by Representative Johnson of 
South Carolina, chairman of the sub- 
committee which framed 
the 
bill. 


Tha committee also economized a 


bit at its own expense. It Inserted a 
legislative rider-providing that here- 
after members of congress shall re- 
ceive only five cents per mile going 
to and returning from the sessions. 
Tho present allowance Is 20 cents per 
mllo each way. 


Reductions in tho force of the pen- 


sion office and tha post office depart- 
ment are the principal salary saving 
items in the bill. 


These 
reductions, however, 
are 


more than offset by the provision for 
the employment of 1,000 temporary 
clerks to aid In tabulating tha agri; 
cultural census. 


Secretary 
Redfleld's estimates for 


the bureau of foreign and, domestic 
commerce were cut. He asked $100,- 
000 for "promotion and; developments 
of foreign commerce," but receives 
only $75,000. The item for investigat- 
ing cost of production was cut from 
$76,000 to $50,COO; that for promot- 
ing commerce with Central and South 
America was reduced from $100,000 to 
$76,000 and the estimate of $10,000 to 
gather statistics of Internal commerce 
was lowered.

THREE REGIMENTS TO LINE 


ECONOMY THE SLOGAN 


Three Batterlei of Artillery Alio Sent 


to Border to Re-Enforce Garrlton 
Under Command of General Bliss— 
Mexican! Continue to Fire Over Line. 


Naco, Ariz., Dec. 17.—Governor May- 


torena announced that he would order 
his Mexican troops to fall back from 
tie border and tbat he would make no 
more efforts to fire Into Naco, Met 
•He admitted getting orders, but de- 
clined to say whether these were from 
Villa or Gutierrez. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—Orders were 


issued by Secretary of War Garrison 
after a cabinet meeting held on Tuei> 
day that three regiments oi infantry 
and three batteries of artillery, aggre- 
gating 3,500 men, be sent at once to 
re-enforce General Bliss at Naco, Ariz. 


There will be 6,000 soldiers on each 


side of the line. 


The troois designated to go to Naco 


are the following: 
The Eleventh, 


Eighteenth and Twenty-second regi- 
ments of Infantry, now at Texas City, 
and batteries A, B and C of the Fifth 
Field artillery, stationed at Fort Sill, 
Okla. 


Orders wont out to Gen. Thomas F. 


Davis, who will command the re-en- 
forcements, to have the troops fully 
equipped and with ten days' supplies 
at least. 


They are to carry searchlights and 


12 machine guns, and Batteries A and 
B carry howitzers for long-range fir- 
Ing. 


The war department and the White 


House had a very elaborate report 
from General Bliss, who was sent to 
Naco some days ago, "to stop the fir- 
ing at that town." 


Since that time several casualties 


have been caused by firing across the 
border, and there has been a constant 
succession of outrages against Ameri- 
can citizens, especially from the north 
tier of provinces. 


In announcing this action. Secre- 


tary Garrison said: 


"In view o: conditions on the bor- 


der, as he sees them, General Bliss has 
requested 
that additional infantry 


and artillery be sent him. In compli- 
ance with this request, the troops are 
being dispatched and placed under his 
command. 
The re-enforcements are 


being requested and sent as a meas- 
urj of precaution." 


Operations of conflicting Mexican 


forces in and near Naco, Sonora, are 
responsible for the sending of Ameri- 
can troops to the scene of action. Bui 
lets have hummed across the interna- 
tional line with frequency and a num- 
ber of American soldiers have been 
wounded, as well as many civilians. 
Governor Maytorena of Sonora has or- 
dered his troops to stop firing near 
the "line," but despite orders the 
shots have continued to come across. 
At one time pieces of shrapnel were 
propelled into the American half of 
the town. Naco, Sonora, and Naco, 
Ariz., are practically the same town, 
the dividing line cutting a street 
cleanly in the center, placing one side 
in Mexico and the other in the United 
States. 


IMPORTANT APPROPRIATION BILL 


CUT ALL DOWN LINE. 


No Increases In Salaries and Very Few 


Additional Employments—Farm 


Census Provided For. 


Washington, Dec. 16.—The "econo- 


my policy" of the administration is 
maintained In the legislative, execu- 
tive and Judicial appropriation bill re- 
ported to the house by the appropria- 
tions committee on Monday. The es- 
timates arti cut consistently all down 
the line. 


The senate passed a bill appropriat- 


ing $1,000,000 for eradication of the 
foot-and-mouth disease. 


Although the bill carries $2,285,100 


for an agricultural census, an item 
not in last year's measure, the total 
reported is not greatly above that of 
last session. 


Including the allowance for the cen- 


sus, the bill carries $38,744,733.50, a 
cut of approximately $1,982,000 in the 
estimates s ibmlttecf. The amount ap- 
propriated last year vras $37,625,789. 


"No salaries are Increased and but 


very few additional employments are 
provided for IL any of the departments 
3f the government," says the report 
filed by Representative Johnson of 
South Carolina, chairman of the sub- 
committee which framed the 
bill. 


The committee also economized a 


bit at its own expense. It inserted a 
eglslative rider providing that here- 
after members of congress shall re- 
ceive only five cents per mile going 
o and returning from the sessions. 
The present allowance is 20 cents per 
mile each way. 


Reductions in the force of the pen- 


sion office and the post office depart- 
ment are the principal salary saving 
terns in the bill. 


These 
reductions, 
however, 
are 


more than offset by the provision for 
he employment of 1,000 temporary 
clerks to aid in tabulating the agri- 
cultural census. 


Secretary 
Redfleld's estimates for 


the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce were cut 
He asked $100,- 


000 for "promotion and: developments 
of foreign commerce," but receives 
only $75,000. The item for investigat- 
ing cost of production was cut from 
$75,000 to $50,COO; that for promot- 
ing commerce with Central and South 
America was reduced from $100,000 to 
$75,000 and the estimate of $10,000 to 
gather statistics of internal commerce 
was lowered.

gain a permanent foothold in Servia. 


French Report of Serb Victory. 


Paris, Dec. 15.—The French official 


communication given out in Paris this 
afternoon says of the Servian cam- 
paign: 


"During the days of December 10, 


11 and 12 the Austrians continued to 
retire along the entire front. During 
their retreat the Austrians abandoned 
many trophies of war. From the time 
the Servians resumed the offensive, up 
to December 11 inclusive, the number 
of prisoners made by .the Servians 
reaches 28,000. The Servians captured 
74 cannons and 44 machine guns. 


"After two days of fighting Montene- 


grin forces have captured Vlshnegrad 
and driven the Austrians back to the 
other side of the River Drina." 


Belgrade Evacuation Confirmed. 
Vienna, Dec. 16.—The abandonment 


of Belgrade by the Austrians" is ac- 
knowledged in an official statement 
given out at army headquarters today. 
The statement follows: 


"In the southern theater of war the 


retirement of our right wing involved 
a change in the military situation 
which made it advisable for us to 
abandon Belgrade, which was evacuat- 
ed without fighting. 


"Our troops have fought long and 


fatiguing battles, but are in the best 
of spirits."

During the last 24,hours movements 


were confined principally to countless 
maneuvers, demonstrations and at- 
tempts at flanking operations by small 
bodies of German troops.

One Knecht Rupert 
went from house to house inquiring about the 
children on Christmas eve and recommending re- 
wards or punishments according to the reports 
that ho received of their conduct during the year.

Wndleln, tho little Christ. 


Throughout tho colonies in tho seventeenth and 


•olBhteuntli centuries toys wero an almost un- 
known factor, but wherever Christmas observ- 


were not frownod upon by religion feasting 


good cheer woro abundant, nnd bond and free, 


rich nnd poor, old arid young shared In the games, 
abundant food and giinlal atmosphere. 
Not only 


•did tho munificence oi thoso who wero well sup- 
plied with worldly goods extend to their depend- 
onta and to all within reach of tho'r charity, but 
In scmo places oven tho animals had an extra 
allowance of food to let them know that Christ- 
mas had come again. 


Ii tho eighteenth century toys began to make 


their appearance In tlio colonies. Some of them 
•were brought from overseas and had the enchant- 
ing quality of novelty. Little girls who had helped 
to mother their younger brothers and sisters were 
delighted with dolls that were all their own to 
clruss and undress, to fondle nnd coddle, punish 
nnd reward.

Tho tradition tlmt trees and flowers blossomed 


on Christmas night la first quoted from an Ara- 
bian Keographer of the tenth century. In the thir- 
teenth century, In France, candles were seen on 
flowering trees. 
In England, Joseph of Arlraa- 


thea's roil blossomed at Glastonbury and else- 
where. When September 3 became September 14 
in 1752, 2,000 persons waited to see if the Qunin- 
ton thorn would blow on Christmas, N'ew Stylo; 
as It cild not, they refused to keep the New Style 
festival.

of the twentieth century may have a sufficient 
military and naval equipment to carry on a real 
war with another boy whose fighting force is 
equally impressive. 
The warships and torpedo 


boats aro exact models of real ones,-and *ome of 
them can float upon the water In all the majesty 
of fighting vessels. Their equipment Is perfect, 
too, even to the wireless apparatus and devices 
for saving as well as for destroying life. Ashore 
there are forts of the latest construction and 
flghtlng men of all nationalities. 


One of the latest achievements in the Christ- 


mas toys Is in the aerial apparatus. From boi 
kites to real aeroplanes that will whiz through 
the air there is everything that the boy who has 
watched real airships and longed to fly one him- 
self can desire to posaese. Some of them are al- 
most large enough, to accommodate St. Nicholas 
himself. 
Even the railways accommodate- them- 


selves to the exigencies of warfare. The railways 
and their equipment are the last word in the up- 
to-date toys for fortunate children. 
With: the 


training they furnish there should be developed a 
race of engineers, managers and presidents .of 
railroads in the future. The most complete sets 
that Santa Claus brings In J914 have tracks that 
can be laid straight away and in curves, going 
through tunnels, having improved signals and up- 
to-date stations. 
There are electric and steam 


trains, coaches for several classes, baggage and 
freight cars—indeed everything required for the 
demands of travel and traffic. 


If a boy has no taste for the details of rail- 


roading he may be interested in moving pictures, 
and Santa Claus has a fine assortment of appara- 
tus of that kind, some of it simple enough for 
almost anyone to operate and splendid for utiliz- 
ing picture post cards or the photographs made 
with the camera, which Is one of the favorite 
articles in the Christmas pack.

CHRISTMAS 
REVELRY 


A figure everywhere dominant In the celebra- 


tion of Christmas in the middle ages was that of 
the Lord of Misrule, also called the Master of 
Merry Disports. In Scotland this same master 
of the revels was known as the Abbot of TJnrea- 
son, while In France his title was very much the 
same—"Abbas Stultorum"—or Abbot of Pools. 
The king, the great lords of his realm and other 
Important personages must needs appoint such 


- a leader and organizer of their Christmas festivi- 


ties. In Scotland, previous to the Reformation, 
the monasteries used to elect such a functionary, 
but In 1555 a law was passed for the suppression 
oi' the Abbot of Unreason, along with all. the 
other burlesque and fantastic features of the 
Christmas celebration. 


The barons and knights kept open house at 


Christmas time for a fortnight. 
Revelry reigned 


throughout this period, and on Christmas day the 
grand feast, given by the feudal chieftain to his 
friends and retainers, took place with great pomp 
and magnificence.

YEN the poor child of today has 
more in his Christmas stocking 
than the p r o s p e r o u s c h i l d 
dreamed of In the first century 
of white occupation of this coun- 
try. 
Blase boys and girls who 


can hardly think of anything new 
for which to ask the generous 
saint can hardly conceive of the 
bareness of those early Christ- 
mas holidays. 


In Massachusetts It was the worst of all, for 


teeping Christmas was denounced as a pernicious 
custom, and any child daring to think of as much 
as a plum pudding on that day would make him- 
self liable to reproof by the authorities. All along 
:he stern and rockbound coast the only Christmas 
trees in the days of the Puritan domination were 
those that nature had planted there and had 
adorned In December with fleecy snow. The fires 
Surned brightly on the open hearths, but there 
was ao invitation to the good saint to descend the 
chimney when the embers had burned low. A3 
far as the children knew, Christmas was just like 
any other day in the calendar. Even after the 
Puritan reaction against the forms md customs 
of the old church had spent itself to some extent 
the children of the seventeenth century still ex- 
pected no gifts In honor of the birthday of Christ 


In New Amsterdam the outlook wad a little bet- 


ter for the children. The Hollanders had brought 
•with them their St. Nicholas, and Ms birthday 
was celebrated Joyoasly by young and old just 
before Christmas, but this day was kept, too, by 
the Protestant Dutch as heartily as by any Catho- 
lics. Of course, they had not many real toys as 
we know them today, but in the shoes that the lit- 
tle Hollanders set by the fireplace in the shining 
kitchen, which was also the living room, were 
home-made sweets and cakes and home-made 
gifts. 
Many of these were of a useful character, 


such as hand-knit caps tnd mittens, but now and 
then a skillful Hollander would carve a model of 
a boat such as that which had brought them to 
New Amsterdam or a miniature chest of drawers, 
and one can fancy the recipients showing these 
with pride to the wondering little Indian boy? 
and girls when they came to be on terms of suf- 
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Belent amity with them for such conferences. 


In Virginia, where the Church of England v.as 


strong and its adherents steadfastly observed the 
holiday? as In the home country, there was al- 
ways more of the Christmas spirit and abundant 
cheer and merrymaking than elsewhere at this 
season. 
Here the Yule log held its place and 


here were the games and the feasting that made 
it indeed the merry season of the year. 
Later 


when New Amsterdam became New York and 
the English came into power the character of tho 
Christinas holiday -was changed again somewhat, 
although the Dutch Influence continued dominant 
for many years. 


Owing to the large number of Germans in Penn- 


sylvania Christmas there partook largely of the 
nature of the festival in the fatherland. It was 
largely a family affair. The children for months 
before the day of the Nativity saved their pennies 
and bought material from which they fashioned 
their gifts for their parents and for one another. 
These were presented on Christmas eve, and tha 
next day the parents in turn spread out their pres- 
ents for the children on a large table in the best 
room. Stockings were hung, too, and the good 
children had them filled with sweetmeats, pepper 
cakes and other goodies, but those who had been 
bad sometimes found a birch rod as a Christmas 
gift. 
There was oao custom that was fraught 


with great terror to children. One Knecht Rupert 
•went from house to house inquiring about the 
children on Christmas eve and recommending re- 
wards or punishments according to the reports 
that he received of their conduct during; the year. 
The Pennsylvania Santa Claus was popularly 
known as Krigs Krlngle, a corruption of Christ- 
Wndlein, the little Chribt. 


Throughout the colonies in the seventeenth and 


eighteenth centuries toys were an almost un- 
known factor, but wherever Christmas observ- 
nnces were not frowned upon by religion feasting 
and good cheer were abundant, and bond and free, 
rich and poor, old and young shared in the games, 
abundant food and Denial atmosphere. Not only 
did the munificence of those who were well sup- 
plied with worldly goods extend to their depend- 
ents and to all within reach of their charity, but 
in some places even the animals had an extra 
allowance of food to let them know that Christ- 
mas had come again. 


In the eighteenth century toys began to make 


their appearance in the colonies. Some of them 
were brought from overseas and had the enchant- 
ing quality of novelty. Little girls who had helped 
to mother their younger brothers and sisters were 
delighted uith dolls that were all their own to 
dress and undress, to fondle and coddle, punish 
and reward. Simple and quaint were those early 
doils, like the children they belonged to. One 
can fancy the surprise and terror of the timid 
•when they first beheld a Jack Jump into the air 
when an innocent looking box was opened. A toy 
was a thing to be cherished in those days. It 
was indeed a wondrous saint Tvho could bring 
such things in his pack. Some of the gifts v,ere 
of real intrinsic value, for ths shipping and trad- 
ing were growing to be important factors in the 
colonies, and men brought treasures of all kinds 
from the Far East to the seaports, whence they 
were distributed to other parts of the colonies. 
The war for independence interrupted this and 
the children shared in the self-sacrifices and de-

The tradition that trees and flowers blossomed 


on Christmas night is first quoted from an Ara- 
bian geographer of the tenth century. In the thir- 
teenth century, in France, candles were seen on 
flowering trees. In England, Joseph of Ariraa- 
thea's rod blossomed at Glastonbury and else-

in 1752, 2,000 persons waited to see if the Quain- 
ton thorn would blow on Christmas, New Style; 
as it did not, they refused to keep the New Style 
festival.

the chimneys were still hospitable.

had to increase the size of his pack and get a 
new sleigh to accommodate the increased variety 
and number of gifts for distribution, and wnereas 
two reindeer had been entirely adequate for draw- 
ing his load in the eighteenth century he now had 
to add two at a time every few years. 


Another war came along, but this time Santa 


Claus decided that he did not need to go out of 
business; but he found a new kind of toy appro- 
priate to the time which proved wonderfully ac- 
ceptable to the patriotic young Americans. Enter 
the wooden soldier in his painted uniform. Hap- 
py the boy who found a company of- these on 
Christmas morning. 
Sometimes he might even 


get a toy cannon or a warship something like 
those that were used in the stirring engagements 
of the war. The little girls of the period were so 
expert with the needle that they could make flags 
and even little uniforms for the toy soldiers. 


In the hundred years since that time there has 


been a mighty development in the toy armaments, 
and all sorts of figures and implements have been 
evolved until at the present time a fortunate boy 
of the twentieth century may have a sufficient 
military and naval equipment to carry on a real 
war with another boy whose fighting force Is 
equally impressive. The warships and torpedo 
boats are exact models of real ones, and tome of 
them can float upon the water in all the majesty 
of fighting vessels. Their equipment is perfect, 
too, even to the wireless apparatus and devices 
for saving as well as for destroying life. Ashore 
there are forts of the latest construction and 
fighting men of all nationalities. 


One of the latest achievements in the Christ- 


mas toys is in the aerial apparatus. From box 
kites to real aeroplanes that will whiz through 
the air there is everything that the boy who has 
watched real airships and longed to fly one him- 
self can desire to possess. Some of them are al- 
most large enough to accommodate St. Nicholas 
himself. Even the railways accommodate them- 
selves to the exigencies of warfare. The railways 
and their equipment are the last word in the up- 
to-date toys for fortunate children. 
With the 


training they furnish there should be developed a 
race of engineers, managers and presidents of 
railroads in the future. The most complete Beta 
that Santa Claus brings in 1914 have tracks that 
can be laid straight away and in curves, going 
through tunnels, having improved signals and up- 
to-date stations. 
There are electric and steam 


trains, coaches for several classes, baggage and 
freight cars—indeed everything required for the 
demands of travel and traffic. 


If a boy has no taste for the details of rail- 


roading he may be interested in moving pictures, 
and Santa Claus has a fine assortment of appara- 
tus of that kind, some of it simple enough for 
almost anyone to operate and splendid for utiliz- 
ing picture post caids or the photographs made 
with the camera v hlch is one of the favorite 
articles in the Christmas pack. 


Some persons say that Santa Olaus has dis-

A figure everywhere dominant in the celebra- 


tion of Christmas in the middle ages was that of 
the Lord of Misrule, also called the Master of 
Merry Disports. In Scotland this same master 
of the revels was known as the Abbot of Unrea- 
son, 
while in France his title was very much the 


same—"Abbas Stultorum"—or Abbot of Foola. 
The king, the great lords of his realm and other 
Important personages must needs appoint such 
- a leader and organizer of their Christmas festlvi 
ties. In Scotland, previous to the Reformation, 
the monasteries used to elect such a functionary, 
but In 1555 a law was passed for the suppression 
01' the Abbot of Unreason, along with all the 
other burlesque and fantastic features of the 
Christmas celebration. 


The barons and knights kept open house at 


Christmas time for a fortnight Revelry relgnec 
throughout this period, and on Christmas day the 
grand feast, given by the feudal chieftain to his 
friends and retainers, took place with great pomp 
and magnificence. The boar's head was first and 
foremost on the board, and Its entrance to the 
banqueting room was heralded by a great blare 
of joyful trumpets. 
Borne on a gold or silver 


platter by the server at the head of a procession 
of nobles, knights and ladies, the foremost dish 
of the feast made the round of the hall to merry 
minstrelsy.
